Mr. Kit Chen- 
ault, one of the promoters of the above, 
said that wark woald begin shortly on 
the building and it would he rushed lo 
completion. He said that thuusaiuls o 
ilollars had been olfered by parlies all 
over I lie count rv to be put in the new 
enterprise, bul the slock will ba offered 
ro local paopla firat. Many prominent 
members of tha Boriey Society are \ 
anxious to hold slock In the new con- 
cern. This will be a great thing for 
Richmond and a possibility that seems 
assured.

Sounds kind of funny, bul that i s ex- 
acily what is being accomplished 
day in every large city in tha vaned 
States and moreover with absolute 
success. Last weak a large gang or 
these tree saigaons arrived in Uiclimond 
and, since their advent have been kepi 
busy answering questions. It is the 
lirsi time any of this work has been in 
Kichinond and the work of the tree 
doctors has been watched with a great 
deal of interest. Thomas A. Knight 
whole well known hi this section of 
the state. was the forerunner of the 
siir^'eons and had prepared a rather 
extensive program before they arrived. 
The first work tackled was on the 
property of i>r. t-ibson i jiiiusiie ihe 
Glvndou 'tioiel. Trees thai seemed 
re:ni\ for the kitclien stove and which 
represented about 90 per cent cavity 
and 10 per cent tree were handled as a 
dentist wouMhaadle a bad tooth and 
lo day represent a most peculiar Kp- 
pearance for .they have been trimmed, 
reunited, sterilized :in<l tilled wi.h 
cement. According to the best aulhori- 
lies these tree- will he completely 
rejuviMialed and next spring will put 
out a fresh dress of leaves ami new 
l)ranches that will be astonishing In 
short, the diseased tree that is properly 
oarad for haa just as good a chance to 
reuin iu usefnllneas as has the decayed 
tooth that is properly taken care of by a 
good dentist. According to the state- 
ment of Mr. Knight, over 10,000 tries 
were sucessfully treated by the Davy 
Tree Expert t'o., last year, and in every 
case, no matter how large the cavity, 
the irec put out iiicreasetl foliage iiiid 
new. healthy hark. 

The gang at work in Ilichmond is 
uwlar the immediate supervision of 
MrQ. O Miller, who is a graduate of 
the Davey Institute of Tree Surgery. 
The diseased sliade and fruit trees of 
this vicinity should keep one gang 
busy for the rest of the summer and il 
is quite poNsible that it will be necessary 
to install another gan^ to as«Ut ill the 
work.
